HOW LONG— 



Our attention has recently been arrested by the unmUtakeabte 
indications of a general dissatisfaction. This spirit has characterized 
the undergraduate body in its relation to practically every sphere of 
activity, and has found expression in a form of criticism not always 
discriminate, just; and constructive. ^ • 

Granted that there is tren|endous room for improvement and pro* 
gress as far as the conduct of our institutions and activities is con* 

'■cemed, and conceded that satisfaction should come onl ywith supreme 
effort; nevertheless we cannot but feel that, were half the pain« talcen 
to improve conditions as are. expended in their criticisms, cause for 
the latter would speedily be eliminated. We have also noted—and 
this we admit, with some degree of irritation — that all too often It 
is the side-line critic who is loudest and most persistent in his fault* 
finding. The man who assumes no personal responaibility, who con* 
tributes absolutely nothing of himself to the support and administra- 
tion of activities and institutions, or o any one of such— 4ie it is who 
.apparently is the greatest offender in the matter of dettructive criti* 

- :ism. 

In University life as elsewhere this is a period of reconstruction. 
There are unprecedented opportunities for service and corresponding- 
ly great responsibilities. No man who has the slightest appreciation 
3f his duty to Alma Mater or the most minute degree of subtler spirit 
:an live entirely to himself and ignore the demands which' are being 

".uade upon his time and service. Thp slacker is despicable; but how 
infinitely more so is the individual who not only closes his eyes to 

•pérsônal responsibility and obligation, but from the seclusion of the 
bleachers denounces' and hurls invectives at his comrades «ho are 
playiflg the game to the best of their ability with «n eye tingle to 
daty. 

. Surely we have been obliged to put up with more than enough 
of this kind of thing. It is time that such despicable tactics were 
accorded the contempt and punishment which they so richly deserve. 
If we are to have slacers, so much the worse. If it is impossible to 
get rid of the croaker he must to a certain extent be tolerated. But 
liirely it is imposing a really unbearable tax upon our tolerance when 
'%re are expected to put up with the individual who represents com- 
bined slacker aid croaker. If a croaker is entitled to an existence— 
and we very much doubt that he is— certainly the slacker-croaker 
possesses a very dubitablc claim to humane treatment. At any rate 
it ig high .time that he:was made to understand his right position.

The tendency of mankind to hold tenaciously to the traditions 
and laws of the past is daily published in our midst, no matter how 
absurd or obsolete these measures may be. We arc in accord with 
Tennyson that the "old order changeth, yielding place to new," yet 
we are not willing to carry into execution what the times demand. 

The laws which are framed by any nation may be good, but they 
cannot stand forever. They arc the embodiment -of that nation's 
conception of justice. But as that conception must become larger as 
the'nation's heart and mind grow greater; it must become more finely 
poi'nted^s our civilization, growing ever more complex, demands finer 
distinctions and more minute adjustment of the relations between man 
and man. 

If we knew justice in the abstract then the work of our lawmakers 
would be comparatively easy. But we cannot know absolute Justice, 
therefore.-we should be content if our changing laws arc steps ever 
leading upwards to our ideal of perfectly just relationships. 

It has been said that national progress is the sum of individual 
iiidustry,- energy, and uprightness, just as national decay is of indi* 
vidual idleness, selfijhness and vice. 

• That the world is gfowing better none but the most callous pessi- 
mist will deny. Historically, it is possible to trace even the prin- 
ciples of social justice, step by step, from their earliest beginnings to 
their highest unfoldings.

In ohaaing the dollar, 
yet It la surely not .unreasonable to 
suppose that In a centre of learning 
and culture s«ch n« McOlU there are 
BtilU a Jew nieji who, in their own way,

It wilt probably be remembered that 
exactly 4he same difficulty was en- 
countered laat year, nnd owing to In- 
suffle lent auipport the OrtJhcstra was 
obllged^to dfaiband. If the present 
threatened oohapqe .ooours, H will be 
extremely dtffiteult to resuscitate a 
thirdj^tdme. for the reason that financia]' 
aupport from tho student body cannot 
be obtained unless rosuflts aire to t>e 
expected.
